Reduction of Sleeping Car Fares. 
Reduction of fares for sleeping car 
berths is proposed in a bill by O. F. 
Doyle of St. Cloud introduced in the 
house. 
It limits the rate to 30 per cent of 
the railroad fare for lower, and 20 
per cent of the fare for upper berths, 
hut a provision makes $1 the minimum 
for the lower and 75 cents for upper 
berths.

The normal school situation will 
probably be advanced a step when the 
joint committee on normal schools

BITTER QUARRELS 
BETWEEN LAWYERS 


And New* and Startling Testi­ 
mony in Murder Case. 


Feb. 18.—Mafked 
by bitter quarrels between attorneys 
and by new and startling testimony, 
the second day of the Cooper-Sharp 
trial for the killing of former Senator 
E. W. Carmack closed with the state 
highly elated and the defense ap­ 
parently perturbed.

Mary Skefflngton, the state librarian, 
was the first. 
She told how on the 
day of the tragedy when within 200 
feet of the scene of the shooting she 
met John Sharp, one of the defend­ 
ants. 
Just as she greeted him she 
heard three shots and asked Sharp 
what 
it 
meant. 
Without 
turning 
around to learn, Sharp replied, she 
says, 
“That’s Dune Cooper shooting Sena­ 
tor Carmack.” 
By the second witness, Miss Daisy 
le e , stenographer in the office of 
John Bradford, an attorney for the 
defense, the state laid the foundation 
upon which it will base its contention 
that the slaying of Carmack was the 
result of a conspiracy. 
Miss Lee told 
how on the morning of Nov. 9, the 
day of the tragedy, when she arrived 
at the office, she found Colonel Coop­ 
er already there in conference with 
his son. 
She heard the Colonel de­ 
nounce Carmack for using his (Coop­ 
er’s) name and declare he had a right 
to protect himself. 
Later she heard 
Colonel Cooper apply to him (Car­ 
mack) epithets so vile that she cried 
when ordered to repeat them. 
The 
court permitted her to write them 
and when they were read she covered 
her face with her hands. 
The conference lasted until F rid ay 
afternoon, when it broke up and the 
Coopers left together. 
It appeared to be the Intention of 
the state to have the jury believe that 
a conference to slay Carmack was 
held and that the killing resulted from 
this conference.

Washington, Feb. 18.—Union of the 
United States, the Dominion of Can­ 
ada and the republic of Mexico in 
the movement to conserve the natural 
resources of the continent of North 
America Is the purpose of the joint 
conservation commission which began 
its sessions at the state department 
Sn this city this morning. 
Taking 
part in the conference are delegates 
from the two neighboring countries, 
the national conservation commission 
of the United States which recently 
reported to President Roosevelt and 
representatives of the state depart­ 
ment. 
The foreign delegates to the confer­ 
ence were received 
at 
the 
White 
House 
by 
the 
president, who 
ex­ 
pressed his pleasure at the acceptance 
by Canada and Mexico of his invita­ 
tion 
to the 
joint conference. 
He 
dwelt on the import mce of the work 
of 
conservation, 
declaring 
that 
it 
transcended 
the 
boundaries ot the 
three countries and depended on their 
co-operation. 
He called attention to 
tile report of the United States com­ 
mission and asserted that further ef­ 
forts were needed to make the work 
already accomplished of benefit to the 
nation. 
He asked the foreign dele­ 
gates to join with this country’s com­ 
mission in the formulation of a plan 
whereby the natural resources of the 
continent in lands, waters, forests and 
minerals may be wisely conserved 
for the benefit of future generations. 
It is expected that the sessions of 
the conference will last three days. 


While in this city the Canadian ami 
Mexican delegates will be the recip­ 
ients cf numerous social attentions, 
entertainments having been planned 
in their honor by their own country­ 
men and by many of the high official* 
of the United States government. 


Diaz and Grey Interested. 
President Diaz of Mexico, Earl Grey, 
the governor general of Canada, and 
Sir Wilfrid Lauder, the premier of 
the Dominion, are greatly interested 
in the work of the conference and 
have written to President Roosevelt 
expressing their interest. 
The conference is the outgrowth of 
the two conservation conferences held 
in Washington in which the govern­ 
ors of the states and territories were 
the principal conferees. 
At the sec­ 
ond conference, in which, on Dec. 8, 
President 
Roosevelt and 
President- 
Elect Taft 
participated, representa­ 
ble Canadian 
government 
were present and they expressed in­ 
terest in the conservation movement. 
Out of that and the general interest 
the people of the United States are 
showing in the subject grew the idea 
of a North American conference to 
consider, in the words of the presi­ 
dent, “mutual interests involved in 
the ionservation of natural resources 
and to deliberate upon the practicabil­ 
ity of preparing a general plan adapt­ 
ed to promote the welfare of the na­ 
tions concerned.” 
Gifford Pinchot, chairman of the 
conservation commission, was sent by 
President Roosevelt to Ottawa aud 
the City of Mexico to deliver in per­ 
son invitations to the conference.

PENAL COPE BILL IN HOUSE 


Consideration of Measure Blocked by 
Opposition. 
Washington, Feb. 18.—An attempt 
to abolish capital punishment as a 
penalty under federal laws blocked 
the conclusion of consideration of the 
penal code bill in the house, sitting 
in committee of the whole. The bill 
was taken up after the house had be­ 
come entangled in the Knox eligibility 
question and had laid the question 
aside for the day.

Madison, Wis., Feb. IS.- Three Unit­

the senatorial primary election of last 
fall and enlightened the committee as 
to details in the expenditure cf many 
thousands of dollars. 
Samuel A. Cook of Neenah, while 
his official statement showed that he 
spent only $28,500, admitted that a 
supplemental statem ent would show 
that belated bills would swell his ex­ 
penditures to above $40,000, Mr. Cook 
engaged W. C. Cowling of Oshkosh as 
his manager, paying him $210 per 
month. 
Checks

penses were made out to Mr. Cowling. 
Mr. Cook WTS asked by the commit 


tee if he thought a candidate for sena­ 
tor could spend $100,000 legitimately 
in a senatorial campaign and replied 
that twice that amount could easily 
be spent. 
Neal Brown of Wausau, the Demo­ 
cratic nominee, testified to having 
parted 
with 
$1,075.87 
in what he 
termed a ’‘poverty” campaign. 
He 
managed his own campaign. 
William W. Hatton, the New London 
lumberman, said his total expenses 
were $26,413.08 and later added $3,- 
668.90 for hills which came in later. 
Mr. Hatton had as many as five men 
looking after his Interests and most 
of the money was spent In sending out 
literature to voters. 
Both Cook and 
Hatton expressed the opinion that the 
candidate receiving the largest vote 
in a properly conducted campaign wa - 
entitled to election.
